RACE AGAINST TIME 

The task of rescuing the group 
became a race against time. Just 
before New Year's Day information 
was received that the Japanese 
planned to send a strong detach- 
ment to capture the missionaries 
after two enemy onsets had sent the 
whites into the brush for safety

Mr. Mitchell's statement drew 
attention of the public to two proc 
lamations appearing in the Canada 
Gazette of Jan. 2 in regard to tne 
call-up.

The minister 
said frequent changes of address 
had made it impossible to notify 
all men in the age classes affect- 
ed at the time when the general 
call-up for the group was taking 
place. 

The second proclamation author- 
ized the mobilization boards to cal! 
up married men born from 1917 to 
1923. In other words, Mr. Mitchel! 
said, the boards may now direct 
these men to undergo medical ex- 
amination, preparatory to joining 
the forces 


ORDERS-IN-COUNCIL 

“The minister pointed out that 
the proclamations are issued on the 
authority of orders-in-council pas- 


sed during December, which were 


published at the time,” said the 
statement 

“Mr. Mitchell called attention to 
the tact that obviously the present 
proclamations do not refer to those 
who are already serving with the 
armed forces, nor does the procia 
mation in regard to single men re- 
quire any re-registration by those 
already medicaliy examined.”

Daring Operation in Pacific 


The morning after the fleeing party 
was placed aboard the submarine 
a large number of Japanese landed. 

Forty-eight hours after the sub- 
marine slipped away from the scene 
the commander's first announce- 
ment of success was received. A 
day later the group was trans- 
ferred to a patrol vessel in friendly 
waters and was taken to Australia, 

The names of those rescued are 
not known at this time. 


Suicide Attacks on Forts 
Cost Nazis 38 Fighters 


LONDON, Jan. 5. — (CP) - 
United States Flying Fortresses 
which raided St. Nazaire in Ger- 
man-held France Sunday shot 
down 38 Nazi: fighters, The Daily 
Express said today 

Seven United States heavy 
bombers were lost in that attack 
—the biggest toll of these bomb- 
ers yet taken over Europe 

United States air force head- 
quarters declined to comment on 
The Express report, which also 
Said that the general command- 
ing the Fortresses flew in a lead- 
ing bomber that was battered by 
anti-aircraft shell bursts. 

The Daily Express correspond- 
ent said 70 expert American 
pilots and airmen were lo'st in 
the raid. -This would be on the 
basis of 10 crewmen to each ship. 

German _ fighters, he said, 
adopted a new manoeuvre—“vir- 
tual suicide attacks’~in which 


they flew in pairs and attacked 
the big heavily-gunned bombers 
head-on. Often they closed in 
within 100 yards, the correspond- 
ent reported. 

The newspaper did not name 
the general who supposedly led 
the attack, but quoted a pilot as 
saying: “I was flying just behind 
the general's machine. An anti- 
aircraft shell burst near it and 
scattered over the Fortress 

“Two planes in the middle of 
our formation were hit. One blew 
up in the air, the other went 
down in flames. We thought we 
saw the crew of the burning ma- 
chine bail out 

“We kept in tight formation 
and plunged through a curtain of 
fire right on to the target. The 
Germans followed us out to sea, 
but we gave them heavy punish- 
ment 

“Some broke up in the air and 
others went down in flames.” 


De Gaulle Purge 
Over All France 


BERNE, Jan. 5. — (AP) —A 
purge of de Gaulle and other op- 
position elements throughout 
France was reported yesterday in 
a Paris dispatch, and private 
sources said six new concentra- 
tion camps already had been 
opened in the Nazi-held country. 

A Paris dispatch to the Geneva 
Tribune said the campaign was 
directed against “de Gaullists 
Communism, and terrorism.” A 
woman Gestapo unit was report- 
ed to be included in a new police 
force acting against saboteurs 

Subversive activity against the 
Vichy regime and _ occupation 
forces has increased since Ger- 
man troops moved into Vichy 
France, and whereas before the 
groups lacked co-ordinated direc- 
tion there was now a general 
movement for united “terrorist” 
activity, the report said 

Large numbers of arrests were 
reported in Paris, but it was said 
figures’ probably would not be 
announced except as a final 
grand total. Private sources indi- 
cated the wave of arrests might 
continue for six weeks more 

The campaign against alleged 
Saboteurs began on the eve of 
new German-French conversa- 
tions looking toward a revised or 
“new” armistice largely con- 
cerned with administration of all 
of France with increased German

For a minute or more I didn't 
answer, then I said: “As I see it, 
facts are facts, and it’s my obliga- 
tion to report them” 

He said nothing to that. I then 
asued him: “Suppose, before this 
decision becomes even more final 
than it is, | send a cable to New 


York about reporting from Singa- 
pore”’” 

“That's perfectly all right,” he 
said 


“In the meantime.” [ said, “what 
do you think of my continuing to 
broadcast until we see how things 
shape up while awaiting an answer 
from New York?” 

“This is where | stop,’ Colonel | 
Field said .“I am leaving here to- 
morrow and I would not want to 
tie the hands ot my successor, I 
will do this, however. I will confer 
with my successor and with Sir

Learn To Be Healthy 


The National Nutrition Program, a 
campaign to impress upon Canadians the 
need for eating better to work better, be- 
gins this month. It is based on the fact 
that many Canadians, even in this land of 
food abundance, suffer to some extent 
from malnutrition. 

Since this malnutrition is due to the 
improper selection of food and the impro- 
per preparation of food, rather than to 
lack of the quantity of food available, the 
campaign is clearly one of education. 

In tests made some time ago to deter- 
mine the relative nutrition value of the 
foods consumed in various parts of Can- 
ada, Edmonton did not rank high. It was 
shown that many nutritional factors were 
low or even lacking in our average diet. 

The National Nutrition Program will 
succeed only insofar as it has the cooper- 
ation of housewives everywhere. A ‘mere 
campaign of education will effect no im- 
provement whatever unless the women, 
who select and prepare the family food 
are willing to cooperate practically. 

This is to bespeak from the women of 
Edmonton the closest possible cooperation 
in this campaign.

Something Brewing 


Washington suspects that the Japan- 
ese are getting ready for a new major of- 
fensive somewhere, and the Chinese think 
they know where the blow will fall. Chung- 
king newspapers are urging the British 
and Americans to beat the Japs to the 
punch by developing an all-out attack in 
Burma. 

It is springtime “down under”, and 
quite different in Siberia and along the 
Alaskan and Canadian coast. If Tokyo is 
plotting a big scale attack, it is more likely 
thinking of the southern hemisphere and 
the tropical belt than of the northern zone. 
This was the season it chose for the treach- 
ery drive into the South Pacific and around 
the corner through Indo-China and Malayz 
to Burma. China and Australia are pos- 
sible objectives. 

Throughout the summer the Japanese 
have stood on the defensive. They have 
got the worst of the give-and-take, have 
lost heavily in men, ships and planes. They 
know that every day which passes is build- 
ing up Allied strength and cutting down 
the number of transports which feed their 
own widely scattered holding forces among 
the islands and on the Asian continent. 

That Tokyo has reconciled itself to a pro- 
longed war of attrition, with the Allies bet- 
ter able to stand the strain, is hardly like- 
ly. That wasn’t the kind of a war Tojo 
and his friends counted on, and they can- 
not like the prospect any better at close 
range. That they will strike somewhere, 
Strike suddenly, and with all the force they 
can muster, seems probable. A wait-and- 
See policy would be fatal, and they have 
reason to know it.

CANADIAN 
SPORTSHOTS 


By CHARLES EDWARDS 
TORONTO, Jan, 5—(CP)—James 
T. Sutherland of Kingston, Ont 
the “grand old man of hockey,” 
sends authoritative information on 
the history of the ice game in 
Canada. 

Sutherland, W. A. Hewitt and 
George Slater, a committee ap- 
pointed by the Canadian Amateur 
Hockey Association to investigate 
origin of the game, reported it 
was definitely played in Canada 
in 1855 by members of the Royal 
Canadian Rifles, an imperial unit, 
stationed in Halifax and King- 
ston. It is even possible that 
English troops stationed at King- 
ston from 1783 to 1855 played 
hockey. 

“Montreal makes a fair claim as 
the birthplace of hockey with rec- 
ords of games in 1874,” the report 
says. “Medals and pictures of the 
early games are on record but they 
are superseded by games in King 


ston and Halifax. In fact the first 
games played in Montreal used 
what are known as the Halifax 
rules.” 


The first organized league was 
played in Kingston on the harbor 


ice in 1885-86, the league com- 
prising Royal Military College, 
Queen's University, Kingston 


Athletics and the Kingston Hoc- 
key Club. Sutherland played at 
“point” with the Athletics. “The 
league was eventually merged 
into the Ontario Hockey Associa- 


tion when the provincial body 
was formed in 1890.” 

The first hockey sticks used in 
Canadian games were imported 


from England, costing four shillings 
each, They were shorter and of a 
type such used in indvor 
polo games popular 50 years ago 
when there was a rollev skating 
“epidemic.” 

“The first hockey nets to be 
used in Canada were introduced 
into a game in Montreal by none 
other than our own W. A, “Billy” 
Hewitt (now O.H.A. secretary) 
who was Sporting Editor of the 
Montreal Herald during the 
winter of 1899."

Everyone is in sympathy with a 


| mother's determination to keep her 


baby well-nourished, yet she may 
be mistaken in the methods she 
practices to accomplish this aim 

There comes a time whep it 
necessafy to wean a baby from 
bottle-feeding. This habit too 
prolonged, prevents the baby trom 
graduating from infancy to child 
hood. It denies him the opportun- 
ity to develop the more difficult 
habits of eating by spoon and 
drinking from a cup. It may, and 
often does, contribute to his under- 
nourishment because he is so satis- 
fied with -milk by bottle that he 
spurfs the solid foods he needs for 
more complete nutrition

can be wooed back to a liking 
for miik by fortifying the solid 
foods more liberally with milk. 
Eventually, the bottle forgotten, 
the baby will accept the milk by 
cup or glass. 

Begin the weaning now. Offer

There is a wide scope for social 


service to be carried on, which is 
in itself. keenly instrumental in the 
successful functioning of medical 
missions, to train nurses and doc- 
tors to go out into the villages and 
teach health education to the na- 
tives. These mission hospitals are 
staffed entirely by women, which is 
the factor of success particularly 
among the Moslem women’s religi- 
ous groups 

Hostels have also been estab- 
lished, she continued, through 
which the people are learning the 
value of citizenship and commun- 
ity life, thus helping to break down 
the idea of caste. There is a tre- 
mendous need for teachers in the 
smaller villages to do social work 
and teach industrial trades, besides J 
showing the principal of right and 
wrong, she said 


VOLUNTEER CORPS 


India’s contribution to the war 
effort ‘has been great, and the 
women have organized volunteer 
corps, and are active in various 


civil defence duties. They may also 
be found working side by side with 
men in factories. 

The greatest advancement has 
been made following the realization 
of a united war effort, she said 
India’s army is entirely voluntary, 
there is no conscription in force. 

Indian people are working whole- 
heartedly for an Allied victory, 
Mrs. Runganadhan stated in clos- 
ing, and India’s place in the world 
after the war will stand for free- 
dom, unfty and peace.

Conductresses — 


On Every Bus 
In Old London 


By DENISE DALTROFF 

LONDON, Jan. 4.—(CP)—No- 
body pays any attention to bus con- 
|ductoresses any more because they 
}are commonplace indeed but their's 
is a big war job nevertheless 
Without them transport services in 
| London and other big cities would 
be crippled because the men who 
|had the jobs in peacetime have 
gone to war. 

You see bus girls on every bus, 
' big girls and little girls, all of them | 
polite and business-like. They are 


|girls who have learned to walk the 


aisles of rocketing buses after the 
manner of sailors on sea-tossed) 
Ships and still remain cheery for! 
long hours each day. 

I watched busgirls in the check- 
jing-in-room totting up the coins 
from their money bags and reckon- 
ing the number of tickets they had 
sold. They did it in such a casual 
manner you felt they must have 
been bus conductoresses long be- 
| fore the war 

Women welfare officers help the 
girls in their business and private 
Some 60 per cent of the 
womer employed at this depot are 
married. Many of them have chil- 
Though taese women make 
arrangements for their children, 
either leaving them with the kid- 
dies’ grandmother or at a nursery 
school to be collecied on the way 
home, these arrangements some- 
limes go awry ard the welfare 


officer then offers advice and help 
All the women were keen on 
their work. Some said being in 


the fresh air is keeping them fitter 
than they have eve: been. “Some 
people can't understand how we 
can stand being oul in all kinds of 
weather” one giri told me, “but 
you get used to it. our great coats 
are very warm and you don't feel 
tbe colc or damp unless you hap 
pen to have a very quiet journey 
with not many passengers.” 

Their: uniform is of dark grey 
with blue edging on the sleeves 
and coliar, It consists of a jacket, 
a divided skirt for the summer, and 
slacks for the winter, a dust coat, 
a great coat and a peaked cap. 

For these they have to hand over 
2 coupons a year from their ordin 
ary civilian clothing coupons.

Merchandising practice of re- 
quiring customers to purchase a 
stated amount of groceries with

Trades and Labor Council Mon- 
day night. 

Delegates expressed the opinion 
that if rationing of a commodity 
Was necessary it should be rationed 
under government order, and not 
left to the whim and fancy of mer- 
chandising organizations 


PROBE REQUESTED 

| The delegates ordered that Sec- 
lretary Alfred Farmilo enquire into 
}the matter and report to the next 
meeting. 

It was reported by Mr, Farmilo 
that the practice had been sanc- 
tioned by the War Time Prices and 
Trade Board, but he was unable to 
inform the meeting if the sanction 
came from order-in-council or 
merely through an order issued by 
some official of the board 

Malcolm Ainslie, vice-president 
of the council, was of the opinion 
that this merchandising practice 
was a direct evasion of the price 
ceiling. “You have to give the 
merchant a profit on other art- 
icles to get a tin of jam or honey,” 
he said. Another delegate said the 
practice was in direct conflict 
with the dominion government's 
exhortations to spend less, so that 
more money can be invested in 
the nation’s war effort. 

Alderman Sidney Parsons, presi- 
dent of the council, was the only 
nomination for the 1943 presidency. 
Others officers re-nominated were: 
Maicolmn Ainslie, vice-president. 
Alfred Farmilo. secretary - treas- 
urer; A. Rankin, master-at-arms, 
and trustees, Robert McCreath, R, 
MeLeish and W. “Paddy” Griffin. 
Mr. Ainslie was nominated as vice- 
president of the Alberta Federation 
of Labor
